‘Applying Science to Crime 


be submitted to the legislature. 


HE draft of a law to prevent 
crime by the segregation of men- 
tal defectives with criminal pro- 
pensities was adopted yesterday 

at a conference in the chambers of 
Chief Justice Olson of the Municipal 
court. The bill is certain to be adopted 
by the legislature, members of the con- 
ference said. 

“This will be the first law ever writ- 
ten that scientifically goes at pre- 
venting crime,” Judge Olson said. 
“In five years every state in the union 
will follow Illinois.” 

The bill provides that any persons 
found guilty of a criminal offense a 
second time shall be examined. If 
found to be a defective he shall be 
sent to a farm colony. The proposed 
farm colony will cost $750,000 and be

The bill defines a “mental defective ” 
as “a who has (a) a defect of 
intelligence; or () a defect of affectivity 
or emotion; or (c) a defect of will of 
such a G@egree that he has criminal

600,000 bu of corn, or practically 500,000,- 
000 bu more corn and 43,000,000 bu more 
wheat than last year, combined with the 


holdings of 689,566,000 bu of oats, or 271,-.

The government estimates the surplus 
ef wheat in the United States and Canada 
for the balance of the season at 165,- 
€00,000 bu, or enough for all demands. 

Crop Outlook Favorable.
